Intimations soon arose that the account of the battle had been 
grossly cxagerated by Mr. (ieorge Creel, of the Committee on Public 
Information, in order to malie an "appropriate announcement on th» 
eve of the Fourth of July." 

Perplexing are the messnKes of the ooftreapondent of the Asso- 
ciated Preaa who aee(»nif)aiiied llie expedition. I'll"" his arrival in 
the European port of deiiarkatio)i lie sent a cable dispatch reporting 
"a smooth sea and an uneventful voyage." Apparently ignorant of 
the battle which inspired .Mr. ('ri e.l this same correspondent sent llie 
Associated Press a second dispatch on July 5, two days after tlu- sec- 
retary's celebration and congratulations, in which he braeenly main- 
tained that "there was no subnurine attack whatever, no t()i pe(h)es

Btroyers."
